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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-1 1 , filed September 26, 2006, with respect 
to the 35 use 112 and 102 rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1, 2,5,6,9,10, 12-15, 17-21, 23-26, 28 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After reviewing applicant's arguments, amendments and conducting an updated 
search none of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed gain 
medium of independent claims 1, 12, 18, 24 having in particular the recited gain 
medium including a plurality of gain regions and at least a passive/lossy region.
